Unconscious From Vicious 
Beating Administered 
By Intruder In Apartment 


SAN FRANCISCO, (U))—Mabel Haw- 
thorne, 50, former drama and stock 
actress of New York, was near death to- 
day because of a vicious beating ad- 
ministered to her in her small apart- 
ment here yesterday. 

She remained unconscious, suffer- 
ing from a fractured skull, three ice- 
pick wounds in her right arm, a broken 
right leg and internal injuries resulting 
from a kick in the abdomen.

President’s Budget Message 
Asks $1,000,000,000 For 
Defense And Work-Relief

WASHINGTON, (UP) — President 
Roosevelt reported to congress today 
that he had clamped brakes on spend- 
ing in an unsuccessful effort to bal- 
ance a pudget dislocated by business re- 
cession, 


Mr. Roosevelt estimated the net de- 
ficit for this (1938) fiscal year at $1,- 
088,129,600 and for the 1939 fiscal year 
at $949,606,000—with the prospect that 


each will be greater. 
| 


He proposed pork barrel economies 
which invite trouble on Capitol Hill. 
_ The President explained that reces- 
sion tremendously had reduced reve- 
nue and prevented budget balancing 
despite economies of $397,000,000 so far 
_this year and $539,000,000 in next year’s 
outlay. 


He believes that business will im-| 


prove some but probably not regain its 
1937 levels in 1938. He based his bud- 
get on existing tax rates but recom- 
mended changes to relieve hardships. 

He asked for a_ record-breaking

International Situation May 
Call For Additional Outlay, 
President Tells Congress

WASHINGTON, (WP President 

Roosevelt sent to congress today the 
greatest national defense budget in the 
peacetime history of the country. 


Appropriations asked for expansion 
and maintenance of the army, navy 
and marine corps for the 1939 fiscal 
year totaled $1,010,835,187, an increase 
of $77,564,278 over estimated expena- 
itures for military purposes during the 
-present fiscal year, and $157,779,034 
' above national defense expenditures 
during the 1937 fiscal year. 

The President said in his message ac- 
companying the budget that in view of 
,the threatening international situa- 
, tion he may ask congress also for spec- 
ial authorization and appropriations 
for national defense—likely to be a re- 
, quest for additional warship construc- 
| tion.

NEW VACANCY IN 
UPREME COURT 


Associate Justice Sutherland 
Announces Retirement; Will 
Be Effective On January 18th 


WASHINGTON, (lP)—Associate Su- 
preme Court Justice George Suther- 
land in a letter to President Roose- 
velt today announced his retirement 
effective Jan. 18. 


,Sutherland’s letter to the President 
stated that he was retiring under the 
Sumners Supreme Court Retirement 
Act passed by congress last year. It 
was this act under which Justice Wal-- 
lis Van DeVanter retired last spring. 

It was understcod that Sutherland 
took the step because he felt he had 
reached the age where he no longer 
couid continue the arduous duties of 
the Supreme Court justice without sac- 
rificing his health. 

It was understood that his general 
physical condition at present was good 
but that he believed it might break if 

_he continued ‘on the court. He is 76.

NEW YORK, (lP/—Food consumption 
in 1938 should approximate that of 
1937. 

‘Therefore the food industry, as far as 
Beneral conditions permit, will con- 
tinue to pursue policies which should 
aid business recovery, such as liberal 
purchases by farmers, lower urices to 
consumers and normal employment, 

A new plant building program, cost- 
ing more than $35,000,000, was carried 
on during 1937 by food manufaciurers. 
The industry bought more than $250,- 
000,000 in machinery .and equipment, 
about 10 per cent more than in 1936. 


Much expansion has been delayed or 
Suspended because of uncertainties and 
because of the unfortunate adverse re- 
Sults of new taxes which have de- 
pleted cash and otherwise Penalized 
capital expansion: Correction of this 
Situation, as indicated by the present 
pulse of Congress, cannot but help all 
industry in 1938. 

Food prices in 1938 depend on crops, 
here and abroad, and on many other 
factors. As for food prices near the 
end of 1937, they averaged very slight- 
ly higher than a year earlier. 


COAST MERCHANTS CURTAIL 
BUYING: RETAIL SALES 
UP SLIGHTLY

SAN FRANCISCO, (iP)Lack of op- 
timism among merchants is evidenced 
dy a hand-to-mouth buying policy 
among retailers.

The holiday season was brightened 
by the report that San Francisco banks 
disbursed more than $11,000,000 of 
Christmas club funds this year, the 
largest on record and approximately 
$2,500,000 greater than last year. 

Retail prices generally were slight- 
ly above those of last year in most 
fields. 

The dollar value of retail sales in 
105 western department and apparel 
stores during October, 1937, as com- 
piled by the twelfth Federal Reserve 
district index of retail Sales, showed a 
one per cent decline from the value 
reported during the same period last 
year. However, the bank’s index shows 
a@ gain of 3.2 per cent in the daily aver- 
age value of retail sales over 1936 after 
adjustment for one less trading day in 
October of this year as compared with 
@ year ago. The dollar value of retail 
Sales in 61 California: department and 
apparel stores during October was one 
per cent less than during the same 
month last year.

AUTOMOTIVE TAX BILL 
FOR U. S. SETS NEW 
HIGH RECORD 


NEW YORK, (lP)—Automotive taxes 
in 1937 set a new high record at $1,- 
550,000,000 including $970,000,000 gas- 
oline taxes, according to Baird H. 
Markham, director of the American 
Petroleum Industries Committee. 


Markham pointed out that the total | 
| was greater than all federal, state, and 
city taxes collected throughout the 


country in 1900. The latter figure 
amounted to $1,350,000,000 and includ- 
ed $500,000,000 federal tax; $150,000,- 
000 state taxes; and $700,000,000 city 
and local government taxes. 

The 1937 tax bill for the motorist 
included in addition to nearly a billion 
for gasoline, $150,000,000 in federal ex-
